A good Samaritan who 
stopped to help at the scene 
of a road accident discov¬ 
ered the woman who lay 
dying in the road was his 
own wife.

Mr Peters, 61, who is presi¬ 
dent of Twickenham Rugby 
Club and runs his own cen¬ 
tral heating business, said 
that he parked and, assum¬ 
ing his 60-year-old wife had 
not yet arrived, went to see if 
he could help the injured 
lady. 

Mr Peters said: “There was 
a lady lying in the road and 
she looked in a bad way. 

“I was kneeling on the 
floor by a man trying to help 
her as they waited for 
paramedics. 

“I was trying to help him

“I was totally devastated.” 

In a further twist, the cou¬ 
ple, who have three sons and 
four grandchildren, had just 
celebrated their 40th wed¬ 
ding anniversary just days 
earlier. 

“She was a perfect wife, 
she had no faults whatsoev¬ 
er, she never said a bad word 
against anyone,” Mr Peters 
said. “We first met when we 
were teenagers at a party, I 
was 16-years-old and she was 
15-years-old and we were to¬ 
gether since then.” 

Mr Peters, who is a magis¬ 
trate in Richmond, added 
that they had only just 
moved to Leatherhead from 
Hampton and were in the 


process of refurbishing 
their £lmillion home. 

Mrs Peters had worked for 
Surrey County Council in 
Kingston for 15 years and 
this week her colleagues 
paid tribute to her

Trust in check-up u-turn 


Hospital bosses have been 
charging junior doctors £36 for 
compulsory criminal record 
bureau (CRB) checks. 

However, after national out¬ 
rage this week, Epsom and St 
Helier Hospitals NHS Trust 
has been forced into a u-turn 
over the policy. 

It followed publicity in na¬ 
tional newspapers that some 
trusts, including Epsom and St 
Helier, were charging junior 
doctors for the criminal record 
bureau checks. 

As the doctors move hospitals 
every six months to gain expe¬ 
rience of different branches of 
medicine they face regular 
bills for the checks. 

Dr Ram Moorthy, chairman 


by HELEN CRANE 
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of the British Medical Associa¬ 
tion’s junior doctors committee 
said: “We have recently heard 
of examples where trusts are 
passing the costs of CRB 
checks on to junior doctors - 
this must stop. 

“It is unacceptable for junior 
doctors to be made the scape¬ 
goat for penny-pinching trusts 
in financial difficulty. It is diffi¬ 
cult to think of another profes¬ 
sion where employees are 
asked to prove that they are not 
criminals with such alarming 
frequency never mind being 
asked to foot the bill.” 

He said junior doctors should 


not have to go through checks 
every six months as it was lead¬ 
ing to delays in starting work 
and leaving hospitals short of 
staff. 

Dr Moorthy said: “Junior 
doctors understand the need 
for CRB checks to ensure pub¬ 
lic safety. But making them 
complete a new CRB check 
every time they move post, 
which can be every six months, 
is a waste of time and leaves 
them unable to treat patients 
until their CRB check is pro¬ 
cessed. It is high time hospital 
trusts started to communicate 
with each other to end this bu¬ 
reaucratic nonsense.” 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
St Helier said: “Epsom and St 


Helier University Hospitals 
NHS Trust takes the safety and 
security of its patients very se¬ 
riously and undertakes CRB 
checks on all of its clinical staff 
to ensure that they are suitable 
to take up their position. 

“Until recently, the trust did 
charge junior doctors for their 
CRB checks. We are pleased to 
report, however, that this poli¬ 
cy has been repealed, with the 
trust covering the full cost of 
all CRB checks. 

“It is important to note, how¬ 
ever, that the decision to imple¬ 
ment the original policy was 
discussed and agreed by a local 
hegotiating committee made 
up of consultants and a BMA 
representative.”

A family has been left dis¬ 
traught after their pet cat Bon¬ 
nie was ripped apart by dogs 
owned by two teenage thugs. 

The bloodthirsty yobs 
laughed and shouted encour¬ 
agement as their two dogs bru¬ 
tally killed the cat before 
picking it up and swinging it 
around in the road. 

Kenneth Johnson, 57, of Pine 
Walk, in Banstead said that he 
and his wife were devastated at 
the cruel attack and were fear¬ 
ful that other cats in the area 
could suffer. 

“We found Bonnie on Friday, 
laying on the pavement in the 
road and we thought she had 
been run over,” he said. “While 
we were upset by it, these 
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things happen. But a neigh¬ 
bour contacted us Saturday 
morning to say that some 
youths had set their dogs on to 
Bonnie and they ripped her 
apart. One dog ran up the road 
with the cat in its mouth before 
one of the youngsters swung 
her around into a garden. 

“The neighbour saw the two 
lads and got her husband out 
and he chased them in the car 
but they got away. 

“We want to warn people. If 
these lads can walk the streets 
and think it’s a laugh, how 
many cats are going to be mur¬ 
dered in the same way?” 


Mr Johnson and his wife, got 
Bonnie from the Samaritans to¬ 
gether with her brother Char¬ 
lie and were concerned that 
their remaining cat could be¬ 
come lonely. 

“My wife was upset but she 
was worried that Charlie 
would be alone because he’s al¬ 
ways had company,” Mr John¬ 
son said. 

“So we went back to the 
Samaritans and got a kitten be¬ 
fore we knew how Bonnie had 
been killed. We now feel ner¬ 
vous about having a young cat. 
We’re wondering whether it 
could happen again.” 

A spokeswoman for Surrey 
Police said police were current¬ 
ly investigating the incident.

Whopping 180 candles to blow out 


The kidnapper who gained 
global attention after having 
her pit bull cloned is now 
wanted for yet another bizarre 
crime. 

She is accused of planning a 
burglary with a teenage boy to 
get enough cash to buy a false 
leg for her three-legged horse. 

The story of Joyce McKin¬ 
ney, who was accused of kid¬ 
napping a Mormon missionary 
in Ewell in 1977, is becoming 
quite surreal. 

Miss McKinney and her 
accomplice appeared at Epsom 
Magistrates’ Court and then 
spent three months in Hol¬ 
loway Prison accused of

kidnapping and sex crimes. 

After being released on bail, 
she fled to America and was 
never brought to trial. She dis¬ 
appeared for a while and is 
thought to have disguised her¬ 
self as a nun before earning a 
living as a glamour model. 

Joyce, also known as 
Bernann McKinney, who earli¬ 
er this year paid £25,000 to 
have her dead pet recreated, is 
also accused of instructing a 
15-year-old boy to break into a 
house in Tennessee because 
she needed funds to help 


another beloved animal, her 
three-legged horse. 

David Crockett, Miss McKin¬ 
ney’s lawyer in the Tennessee 
case, said she hoped to get 
money to buy a false leg for the 
animal. “She loved it dearly,” 
he said. 

He said he had not heard 
from his client since she 
missed a court appearance for 
the alleged 2004 offence. 

However, after seeing media 
coverage of the dog cloning, 
he said he was certain she and 
the dog lover calling herself 
Bernann McKinney were the 
same person. 

Miss McKinney made head¬ 
lines around the world when 
she had five puppies cloned in 
South Korea from her pit bull 
Booger. She said she was a 
screenwriter from Hollywood 
and gave an address that 
turned out not to exist. 

Publicity surrounding the 
cloning led to her being identi¬ 
fied as a woman who allegedly 
abducted a Mormon mission¬ 
ary in Ewell, chained him to a 
bed with mink-lined handcuffs 
and made him her sex slave. 

The missionary was forced to 
have sex with McKinney be¬ 
fore escaping, investigators 
said. 

British police have said that 
due to the age of the case, they 
will not seek her extradition 
but she may still face charges 
in America relating to the 
alleged burglary for her three- 
legged horse. 


Jim and Joan Porter have a 
huge celebration ahead of 
them - they both celebrate 
their 90th birthdays within 
a week of each other.

together.” 

Both are keen on cruising 
and are planning another 
trip later in the year after 
visiting Jim’s daughter Sue 
in Spain in October. 

“We both like cruising but 
we prefer to do them in the 
winter,” he said.

Geoff Dowse, of Display Con¬ 
tractors in Leatherhead, said 
that they could create a festive 
display for a quarter of the 
price that the council claims it 
needs. 

“We put lights up all around 
Epsom, Stoneleigh and Ewell 
two years ago,” he said. “We 
were booked to put them up 
again last year but we were 
cancelled right at the last mo¬ 
ment and they did a cheap deal 
with local students instead. 

“The students produced some 


displays which were put in shop 
windows but nobody could even 
see them. We offered to help put 
them up but because they were 
trying to get a freebie they com¬ 
pletely cut us out of it and re¬ 
fused to pay the booking fee. 

“We did a cracking job when 
we did it. We weren’t even told 
that we had been cancelled, we 
read it in the paper. But we’d be 
very happy to redo the installa¬ 
tion this year. 

“We can do it all for about 
£5,000 because we already have 
the decorations, so I don’t real¬ 
ly understand why the council

£ 20 , 000 .”

A councillor has slammed the 
council’s decision to spend 
more than £ll,000-a-year on 
mayoral dinners but only offer 
a one off amount of £6,000 for 
Christmas lights. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council spent £11,339 last year 
on civic functions for digni¬ 
taries including the mayor and 
town councillors. 

But leader of Epsom’s Liberal 
Democrats Julie Morris, said 
that the council should spend 
the money on things that would 
make residents feel proud, 
rather then simply feeding 
politicians. 

She said: “Certainly mayoral 
dinners and a lot of the civic ar¬ 
rangements, the pomp and cere¬ 
mony, do not have to be as 
expensive as they are.” 

“I see no reason why council¬ 
lors should not pay for their 
own dinners. The Lib Dem 
councillors do not do council 
freebies, we pay for our own 



meals so why can’t the other 
councillors? 

“I think mayoral activities are 
important but I don’t think they 
should be a cost drain.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Our expenditures are on a par 
with other Surrey councils’ 
mayoral costs. 

“These events play a vital part 
in the community, providing an 
opportunity for residents to be 
honoured and celebrated. They 
are long held and much loved 
traditions of Epsom and Ewell.”

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Armed bank robber 
fled empty handed

This (below right) is the man 
who entered a Ewell bank last 
week, armed with a handgun 
and demanding money from 
a cashier. 

The incident happened last 
Wednesday at just after 10am 
and the suspect eventually left 
the HSBC bank in High Street 
empty handed, fleeing through 
Church Street. 

Fortunately, nobody was in¬ 
jured and police swarmed the 
area shortly afterwards but 
were unable to catch the crook.

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Surfer braves current to 
save children from sea

A surfer has been hailed a hero 
after risking his own life to 
save a teenager and two chil¬ 
dren from drowning - and then 
unwinding with a cup of tea. 

Andrew Phelps, of Cunning¬ 
ham Road, Banstead, was surf¬ 
ing while on holiday in Wales 
when he spotted the young¬ 
sters getting into difficulty last 
week. 

The 45-year-old swam over to 
help the two 12-year-olds and a 
15-year-old as their own fami¬ 
lies watched helplessly from 
the beach. 

“I managed to get them to 
hold onto the board,” he said. 
“With the current flowing and 
some pretty big waves break¬ 
ing over their heads, they were 
panicking. They couldn’t go 
left or right or get back to 
shore. 

“We were all kicking as hard 
as we could to get free of the 
currents. 

“I was in the right place at 
the right time. Someone just 
needed to get a board out to 
them, to give them something 
to hold on to.

“I think they would have 
been in real trouble without a 
board.” 

His partner Catherine Lester, 
45, watched the harrowing res¬ 
cue and said it was a “surreal” 
experience. 

The Cheam Fields primary 
school headteacher, said: “We 
were standing with the mother 
of one of the children and had 
to stop her from going into the 
water,” she said. 

“We were just watching it all 
unfold, knowing that we could¬ 
n’t go in because we’d be risk¬ 
ing out own lives. It was just 
surreal really, watching people 
almost drown and not being 
able to do anything. 

“At one stage one of the kids 
let go of the board and tried 
swimming in. They were tak¬ 
ing in a lot of water on the 
board. They were out for about 
15 minutes but it felt like a 
very long time, it was awful. 

“As soon as the helicopter 
landed we went back to the 


chalet and had a cup of tea.” 

The 15-year-old boy and the 
two 12-year-old girls, along 


with their fathers were all air¬ 
lifted to hospital for minor 
treatment. 


Police warn of cashpoint theft 


Bank customers have been 
warned to take extra care 
when using cashpoint ma¬ 
chines following a distrac¬ 
tion theft. 

The incident took place in 
Leatherhead three weeks 
ago when a woman who was 
trying to use a cash ma¬ 
chine in North Street was 
approached by three men. 
They told her the machine 
had swallowed their card 
and she should not use it. 

They then placed a blue 
piece of paper over the key¬ 
pad and removed her card. 

The victim shouted at the 
men who ran off and got 
into a waiting green car. 

Although the woman can¬ 
celled her card after the in¬ 


cident, her bank account 
was accessed and hundreds 
of pounds was withdrawn. 

Investigating officer, De¬ 
tective Constable Dale 
Brunt said: “It is important 
people do not become easily 
distracted when withdraw¬ 
ing money from ATMs. 

“Make sure you check 
your surroundings when 
using the machines and if 
you see anyone hanging 
around cancel your transac¬ 
tion and remove your card. 

“These distraction style 
thefts are taken extremely 
seriously by Surrey police 
but we need your help to 
bring those responsible for 
committing this offence to 
justice.”

Mystery liquid attack 


A man had an unknown liq¬ 
uid sprayed in his eyes dur¬ 
ing a botched robbery on 
Monday evening. 

The 50-year-old man was 
about to get into his car out¬ 
side his home in Winkworth 
Road, Banstead, at 9.20pm, 
when he was approached by 
a man who tried to grab the 
rucksack he was carrying. 

The two men struggled, 
with the man punching the 
victim in the face and spray¬ 
ing liquid into his eyes. 

The victim’s wife inter¬ 
vened and pulled the man 
off her husband as two of 
his children recovered the 
rucksack, forcing the man 
to leave empty handed. 

The victim was left with 
minor injuries to his face 
and head from the struggle 
and was taken to Epsom 
General Hospital where he 
also received treatment for 
the liquid sprayed in his 
eyes. 

Detective Sergeant Jak 


Bowers said: “This was a 
particularly unusual and 
rare crime and one where 
we believe the victim had 
been specifically targeted. 

“We do not know what sort 
of liquid was sprayed into 
the victim’s face, but it was 
clearly an irritant and the 
whole incident has left the 
victim feeling very dis¬ 
tressed.” 

The suspect is described as 
a white man, aged in his late 
30s or early 40s, about 6ft 
lin tall, of stocky build and 
with a shaven head. 

He was wearing what may 
have been a brown jacket, 
with blue jeans and black 
leather gloves. 

Police believe he may have 
travelled in an old-style 
white Peugeot estate hatch¬ 
back.

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Footballer not told of 
attack to aid recovery 


A footballer beaten and left for dead 
while on holiday has not been told 
of the attack that left him in a coma 
for two weeks. 

Robert Hughes, 27, who joined 
Sutton United in February, has 
since started to walk after the as¬ 
sault outside a nightclub in Malia, 
Crete on June 17. 

But his brother David, 36, said the 
family have yet to tell him how he 
got his injuries - caused when he 
was jumped on by thugs who kicked 
him to the ground, stamped on his 
head and bottled him. 

David said: “For him personally I 
think it is better that we talk about 
positive things and how we can get 
him back to a fit state again, not 
concentrating on subjects that are 
negative and upsetting. 

“We talk a lot about football and 
coaching and I think that motivates 
him to get better. 

“It’s difficult to describe what it is 
like to see him like this - I had a 
brother who has gone from being a 
top athlete to needing constant care. 

He said: “At one point we thought 
he was never going to wake up and 
that he would be a vegetable but he 
has improved and that is a real sign 
of strength. He understands how 
serious his injuries are, but we keep

reassuring him that it will be OK.” 

David has quit as manager of 
Central Midlands Premier Division 
side Blidworth Welfare FC to help 
care for his brother while he re¬ 
mains in hospital in Crete. 

He said an operation on Robert’s 
skull had to be postponed until his 
body was ready to cope. 

After the attack Robert had suf¬ 
fered several skull fractures and 
had to have parts removed to ease 
the pressure on his swollen, bleed¬ 
ing brain. The next operation 
would be to put the remaining skull 
parts back in. 

David said: “The club have been 
very supportive and understand 
that I want to dedicate as much 
time as I can to help Rob. 

“I last saw him about a week ago 
and the operation had to be post¬ 
poned until conditions are right. 

“We hope that after the operation 
he will be able to continue his re¬ 
covery back in the UK, but even 
then he will need lots and lots of re¬ 
habilitation.” 

Robert, who has three other 
brothers and three sisters, played 
for Croydon Athletic last season, be¬ 


fore joining Sutton United in Febru¬ 
ary and was about to sign for Brom¬ 
ley FC where he was also going to 
be working as a fitness instructor. 

David said Robert was surround¬ 
ed by his girlfriend Charlotte Kent, 
25, and his parents Margaret and 
David who have moved to Malia to 
be by his side. 

In a message posted on the Sutton 
FC website, Robert’s mother said: 
“As a family we feel very lost and 
alone as we are still in Greece nine 
weeks later and Robert still has to 
undergo at least one more brain op¬ 
eration to try and place the skull 
back without the pressure rising. 

“Robert’s recovery will be slow 
and today we were told because of 
his injuries it could be at least three 
to four more weeks before the 
fourth operation can take place. As 
a family we want to thank you all 
for not only your ongoing support 
but also the kind words and good 
wishes that you have sent in our 
hour of need.” 

Five men arrested over the attack 
have been allowed to travel back to 
their homes in Surrey and Sussex 
without charge. 

The family have been advised that 
the five suspects could be extradited 
to Greece to face trial.

A van driver was arrested on 
suspicion of drink-driving after 
his vehicle flipped over at a set 
of traffic lights in Belmont 
Rise.

He said: “It was quite horrific. 
The car had landed on the sec¬ 
tion where people cross the 
road and they had a job moving 
it. 

“It could have been a lot worse 
if there had been anyone by the 
crossing.”

A young cyclist has claimed victo¬ 
ry in the British junior men’s 
road race championships in 
Buckinghamshire. 

Eighteen-year-old Erick Rowsell 
from Cheam broke clear from the 
leading pack and climbed his way 
to victory on Sunday. 

Rowsell attacked on the last lap 
of the rolling circuit in the 
Chiltern Hills and had the 
strength and determination to 
hold a slender 12 second lead on 
the tough run in to the finish de¬ 
spite the windy conditions. 

Rowsell claimed the second fam¬ 
ily victory this year after his sis¬ 
ter Joanna won the women’s 
under-23 road race. 


Joanna also took home a gold 
medal in the women’s team pur¬ 
suit at the World Track Champi¬ 
onships in Manchester in March.

He said: “I waited for the sprint 
last year and won the bronze so 
this year I decided to try some¬ 
thing different and go on the at¬ 
tack more.

The break split up be¬ 
hind me so I waited for the first 
group to catch me and I attacked 
again on the last lap. 

“It was a bit risky because there 
was still 16km to go but I felt 
strong and managed to hold on.”

Fraudster paid everything back 


A benefit fraudster who conned her 
way to £7,452 has narrowly escaped a 
jail term. 

Mary Sweeney, 62, of St Albans 
Grove, Carshalton, claimed the hous¬ 
ing and council tax benefit on the 
basis she was retired and not working. 

But Mrs Sweeney was caught when 
benefit officers found she was in fact 
working as a health care assistant at 
St Helier Hospital. 

At Wallington Magistrates Court 
last week the magistrate told Mrs 
Sweeney that a custodial term had 
been considered due to the serious¬ 
ness of the offence. 

But as she had pleaded guilty at the 
first opportunity, was of previous 
good character and had repaid the 
money in full, she was sentenced to a 
180-hour community rehabilitation 
order. 

Sutton Council was awarded costs of 
£450. 


Councillor John Drage, executive 
member for resources on Sutton 
Council, said: “Benefit fraud is a seri¬ 
ous crime and we will use the full let¬ 
ter of the law to prosecute offenders 
and recover the money. 

“Our team of investigators has an 
excellent track record in bringing 
fraudsters before the courts. 

“There will be no let-up in their ef¬ 
forts to make sure that benefit money 
goes to genuine claimants.”

Living in one room 
with a broken back

A family of four is being forced to 
sleep in a single bedroom after the 
council refused to rehouse them. 

Mother-of-three Gemma Bourke, 
26, fractured her spine late in June 
after an accident in her flat that 
left her bed-ridden in hospital for a 
week. 

Following the fall, Miss Bourke - 
who was forced to wear a metal 
brace to keep her back straight, 
was told by doctors she should not 
return to her flat in Wentworth 
Court in Wallington as there is a 
risk the injury could recur. 

Miss Bourke has to negotiate six 
flights of stairs to get to her flat be¬ 
cause there are no lifts in her 
block. Doctors fear tackling these 
stairs could damage Miss Bourke’s 
spine further. 

Miss Bourke said: “My son Alfie 
has autism. If I had to clamber up

those stairs carrying my baby, the 
pushchair and the shopping, and 
he had a bad turn, I hate to think 
what would happen.” 

Three different doctors have 
written to the council advising 
them that Miss Bourke should be 
rehoused, but the head of council 
housing has told Miss Bourke that 
because the injury is not ongoing, 
she will have to carry on bidding 
for a new house. 

Miss Bourke said: “The council 
wanted proof of the accident, then 
when the doctors wrote to them, 
we had to wait three weeks for 
them to tell us would not be re¬ 
housed. 

“I’m living in a room at my 
mum’s house with my three kids, 


it’s just not right,” added Miss 
Bourke. 

Miss Bourke, whose three chil¬ 
dren Alfie, six, Loe, five, and Sonny, 
seven months, said the family were 
suffering under the strain of being 
couped up in a single room. 

“My mum and I used to get on fa¬ 
mously, but now we are at each 
other’s throats. The kids are find¬ 
ing all this very hard.” 

A Sutton Council spokesman 
said: “The information we have re¬ 
ceived both from her doctor at the 
St Helier Hospital and also our 
own medical advisor is that her 
back injury is short-term and not 
likely to lead to long-term disabili¬ 
ty. A short-term injury or physical 
impairment is not sufficient 
grounds to move a tenant in social 
rented accommodation.” 


Elderly getting organised to fight eviction 



Elderly residents facing eviction 
from their homes to make way for a 
new developments are starting a 
protest action group. 

Eighty-five elderly residents will 
be holding a meeting to appoint a 
committee to fight Sutton Council’s 
proposals to rehouse the OAPs 
away from their sheltered commu¬ 
nity. 

The action group, which will at¬ 
tempt to avert the demolition of the 


site, will be appointing a chairman 
at the meeting at Parochial Hall in 
Cheam at the end of the month. 

The residents of Elizabeth House, 
Mickleham Gardens and Pond Hill 
Lane in Cheam, were furious after 
being sent a letter last month in¬ 
forming them of the decision to de¬ 
molish their homes. 

The council will now explore the 
feasibility of keeping the most vul¬ 
nerable on site while the building 


work is taking place. 

In an attempt to ward off any 
heated exchanges, like the ones 
seen at Elizabeth House following 
the eviction announcement last 
month, the Health and Well-being 
Overview and Scrutiny Committee 
has invited questions ahead of the 
regeneration review on Thursday 
September 11.

Exclusion for tenants

A Sutton tenants’ group has de¬ 
manded an explanation after it 
was excluded from a Government 
review on how rent money is 
spent. 

Sutton Federation of Tenant and 
Resident Association chair Jean 
Crossby said it was a “disgrace” 
that the group had missed out on 
national consultation into the 
Housing Revenue Account, despite 
being told it would be invited. 

Miss Crossby said there were 
only three council tenants from 
across the country represented in 
the four working groups which in¬ 
cluded 60 or more selected stake¬ 
holders. 

She has now submitted a letter to 
Housing Minister Caroline Flint 
complaining the process was “un¬ 
democratic”. 

The review, launched by Miss 
Flint and Yvette Cooper in March 
this year, aims to analyse the effi¬ 
cacy of the HRA which takes an 
average of £28 from a typical 
£76.46 week’s rent and redis¬ 
tributes it to other authorities. 

Miss Crossby said the money is 
not ploughed back into Sutton’s 
housing, which meant that 50 per¬ 
cent of the borough’s 6,600 council 
homes are failing the decent home 
standard. 


Jean Crossby: No consultation 

She said: “If the HRA was not 
creating a shortfall in the amount 
allowed to management, mainte¬ 
nance and repairs our homes 
would not be failing the decent 
homes standard to the tune of £126 
million. 

“We have petitioned against this 
for some time so were absolutely 
dismayed at such a disgraceful 
form of consultation. 

“The HRA review should be con¬ 
sulted in each borough, the consul¬ 
tation that has taken place so far is 
inadequate and not at all demo¬ 
cratic.” 

Local MP Paul Burstow said he 
called the minister’s office after re¬ 
ceiving a call from the Sutton

Guardian. He said: “It is an out¬ 
rage that Sutton’s tenants are 
being denied their chance to have 
a say. The system of housing sub¬ 
sidy means that tenants pay a 
large part of their rent to the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

“Though we are only at the con¬ 
sultation stage, the fact that the 
Minister is having to be reminded 
of her promise over two months 
after she made it, does not bode 
well for the outcome.” 

A Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment spokesman said: “We are 
committed to involving tenants in 
the review of council housing fi¬ 
nance to find a way forward that is 
affordable and fair to all.”

TfL: Taxi free-loader? 


London’s transport boss spent 
over £1,500 on taxis last year while 
his passengers struggled into 
work on tubes, trains and buses. 

Peter Hendy, commissioner for 
Transport for London (TfL) spent 
the equivalent of £29 per week of 
public money on taxis. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance con¬ 
demned the findings revealed this 
week through a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request by the Sutton 
Guardian. 

Spokesman Corin Taylor said: 
“It speaks volumes about how 
good a job TfL are doing that their 
own executives are choosing to 
shun tubes and buses and make 
the taxpayer fork out for their 
taxis.” 

Mr Hendy spent more on taxis 
than all nine of his fellow chief of¬ 
ficers put together, with three 
spending nothing at all.

As a whole, TfL staff claimed 
around £14,500 in expenses for 
taxis and this figure does not in¬ 
clude costs paid in advance. 

Most London transport organisa¬ 
tions claimed less than £3,000, 
with London River Services claim¬ 
ing just £16.08. 

Commuter Sarah Dawson, an 
NHS manager from Balham who 
uses the Northern Line every day, 
said: “It’s outrageous. I work long 
hours and I have no choice but to 
use the Tubes and buses. I don’t 
particularly feel safe at night. 

“A taxi would be nice but as a 
public sector worker I feel it’s 
wrong to use taxis and then claim 
it back on expenses.” 

Local transport campaigner 
Mark Clarke said: “It shows they 


are out of touch. If they can opt 
out of the Tubes they don’t see the 
pain people go through. No won¬ 
der things don’t get better.” 

A TfL spokesman said: “Compa¬ 
ny policy does allow for the use of 
taxis, for example London Under¬ 
ground staff may travel by taxi on 
very early or late finishing shifts 
because no other means of trans¬ 
port is available. 

“Peter Hendy travels to and from 
work by public transport and on 
the vast majority of occasions 
while travelling the capital on 
business. 

“He is overseeing the delivery of 
a 10-year £39billion budget to de¬ 
liver the upgrade of the Tube, 
preparations for the 2012 Games 
and Crossrail and there are occa¬ 
sions when his full schedule and 
late hours necessitate the use of 
taxis.”

Road death 
due to sleep 


A nurse from Downview 
prison who died in a car crash 
because she collapsed at the 
wheel of her car may have suf¬ 
fered from narcolepsy, an in¬ 
quest heard last week. 

Joan Aderele, from Lancast¬ 
er Road, Tulse Hill, was driv¬ 
ing her maroon Nissan Micra 
home from work on April 23 
this year when, according to 
eyewitness reports, her vehicle 
swerved across the road, 
mounted a central island and 
took off, flying straight into an 
oncoming white van. 

The accident took place at 
the junction of Streatham 
Road and Garden Avenue in 
the Streatham Vale area. 

The injuries sustained by the 
former prison nurse were so 
serious that she died at the 
scene. A post mortem revealed 
she had suffered a broken 
neck, fractures to her left 
thigh, chest, ribs and shoulder 
and chronic skull and spine 
damage. 

No one else was seriously 
hurt in the crash and there 
was also no evidence pointing 
to excess speeding by either 
party involved. 

According to friends, Mrs 
Aderele had a habit of falling 
asleep in social situations and 
it was not uncommon for her 
to nod off during lunches and 
evenings out.

A colleague who worked with 
the 64-year-old, Joanne Abra¬ 
ham, wrote a letter to the court 
describing the condition of 
Mrs Aderele when she went 
home on the day she died after 
feeling unwell. 

She wrote: “Joan didn’t seem 
her usual cheery self that 
morning. At about 11am I 
bumped into her and she said 
she felt terrible and may have 
taken the wrong tablet. I of¬ 
fered to drive her home but she 
walked off.” 

Mrs Aderele’s family had a 
history of heart problems as 
her son died aged 40 and her 
brother also died of a heart 
condition. 

Westminster coroner Dr 
Knapman said: “Is anyone to 
blame for this accident? I think 
the most likely explanation is 
that she nodded off. She had 
some problems with her heart 
which could well have caused 
her to collapse. 

“Therefore, I shall record 
that she died from multiple in¬ 
juries after she collapsed at the 
wheel and struck a central is¬ 
land. 

“This is categorised as acci¬ 
dental death and the sympathy 
of the court goes out to her 
friends and family.”

Parking is going fine 


Sutton drivers have earned the 
lowest number of penalty charge 
notices for illegal parking in the 
whole of London’s boroughs. 

Figures released last week from 
think-tank and lobbying organisa¬ 
tion London Councils show there 
were 37,007 issued between April 1 
2007 and March 31 2008 compared 
to 36,321 in the previous year. 

By comparison Westminster is¬ 
sued 824,687 notices this year and 
Camden issued 529,874. 

The results also revealed that ap¬ 
peals against penalty charge no¬ 
tices handed out in Sutton have 
dropped by almost two-thirds 
since 2005 while complaints have 
more than halved in the last three 
years. 

Last week Sutton council herald¬ 
ed the figures as evidence of its 
“common-sense three-pronged ap¬ 
proach” to parking enforcement

in recent years. 

Deputy leader of Sutton Council 
Ruth Dombey said the strategy in¬ 
cluded no financial targets for the 
number of tickets issued, regular 
feedback from residents and a 
high standard of staff training. 

She said: “We have an agreement 
with National Car Parks (NCP) to 
have no targets, which means offi¬ 
cers are under less pressure. 

“Parking officers are also 
trained to a high standard to deal 
with enforcement matters and can 
exercise discretion. 

“A parking users’ panel also 
meets regularly to discuss park¬ 
ing issues and allow residents and 
motorists to give feedback.” 

Executive member for resources 
John Drage said the approach had 


led to the drop in appeals and com¬ 
plaints. 

He said: “Parking enforcement 
is one of the most high profile and 
contentious services that councils 
provide. 

“It can be a rod for our own 
backs if not delivered fairly and 
sensibly and in recent years Sut¬ 
ton Council has made a concerted 
effort to develop a common sense 
approach. 

“However, we still do not hesi¬ 
tate to ticket those motorists who 
flout the law and cause a danger to 
other road users and pedestri¬ 
ans.” 

A total of 178 appeals were 
lodged with the Parking and Traf¬ 
fic Appeals Service last year, down 
from 522 in 2005. 

The council won 60 per cent of 
appeal hearings last year, double 
the London average of 30 per cent.

Renewal in wake of tsunami 


A charity has taken the borough’s 
green energy message to an area 
torn apart by the 2004 tsunami. 

The latest project from Child Aid 
Lanka, based in Cheam, has funded 
the installation of renewable ener¬ 
gy units to disadvantaged children 
in Sri Lanka. 

The beneficiaries of the project 
are the boys’ home in Thirukkovil, 
which was destroyed by the 2004 
tsunami but has now been restored 
to an environmentally friendly 
standard. 

The charity provided solar panels 
for the supply of electricity to the 
study hall, computer centre and 
dormitory. 

They are now trying to raise fur¬ 
ther funds to power water pumps 
for clean drinking water, as well as 


for a weaving and skills centre. 

“There are other similar institu¬ 
tions caring for orphaned and dis¬ 
advantaged children where there is 
no power from the main national 
grid, and where they cannot afford 
the cost of electricity in the poor 
rural parts of the island,” said 
Child Aid Lanka president Naomi 
Aruliah. 

“Providing electricity not only 
supplied vital lighting for their 
daily studies, but also enables the 
use of computers, internet access, 
and educational television. 

“This opens their eyes and minds 
to the world outside, and provides 
opportunities against the back¬ 
ground of the destructive civil war 
raging in the island.”

Week celebrated a century since 
the 1908 Small Holdings and Al¬ 
lotment Act. 

Today, the humble allotment is 
experiencing a revival. Sutton is 
home to 2,300 plots across 36 sites 
varying in size from as small as 
the 15 at the Warren to more than 
200 at Stanley Road. 

There are currently only 112 va¬ 
cant plots, spread across seven 
sites in the borough, down from 
677 in 2003.

I arrived at the depart¬ 
ment at 5pm and when they 
established who I was I was 
taken into a room with a 


nurse who was very caring 
and friendly. She took blood 
for tests and monitored my 
heart and noted all the nec¬ 
essary information. 

I was asked to wait for the 
blood-test results which 
took less than an hour with 
the nurse keeping a eye on 
me and asking if I needed 
water or anything else. The 
results came back, but I still 
needed to come back the 
next day for a scan on my 
leg. I was given all the nec¬ 
essary medication, prescrip¬ 


tions etc in case the scan 
showed anything and got an 
appointment for a scan the 
following day. 

I arrived the next day, 
went to the x-ray depart¬ 
ment and waited about two 
minutes before being taken 
in. I had my scan and waited 
for them to type up a report 
for the consultants. 

I went back to the CAU de¬ 
partment and saw the con¬ 
sultant straight away, 
thankfully all was ok and I 
did not have DVT. When I 


left the hospital I had been 
twenty minutes from the 
time I walked in to the time 
I walked out. 

It goes to show if it is nec¬ 
essary the National Health 
Service is still great. 

I would like to take this op¬ 
portunity to thank everyone 
involved from the doctor to 
the staff at the hospital. I 
also hadn’t realised DVT 
was as serious as it is.

We must control ragwort Don’t let us down on street cleaning 


Many supporters have contact¬ 
ed us recently to voice their 
concerns about ragwort, 
which is blooming at the mo¬ 
ment. 

As every horse owner and 
farmer knows, ragwort con¬ 
tains toxins which can have 
debilitating or fatal conse¬ 
quences if eaten by horses and 
other grazing animals. 

Ragwort has its place in the 
countryside; it supports a 
wide variety of invertebrates 
and is a major nectar source 
for many insects, but it must 
be controlled, especially 
where there are horses and 
livestock. Land stewardship 
and animal husbandry are 
both huge responsibilities and 
I know that they are taken se¬ 
riously by farmers, but it is 
important that the dangers 
posed by ragwort reach the 
widest possible audience. 

There is a growing concern 


that some public bodies who 
own land are not taking the 
problem seriously and manag¬ 
ing their land appropriately, 
but there is no excuse; a Code 
of Practice on how to stop the 
spread of ragwort is available 
from DEFRA. 

The Countryside Alliance 
will be writing to all local au¬ 
thorities and other bodies in 
the coming weeks to remind 
them that they have a duty to 
control ragwort on their land 
and that they must be vigilant, 
especially where their land 
borders farmland. 

The threat ragwort poses to 
animals cannot be underesti¬ 
mated and it is something that 
all landowners, whether pub¬ 
lic or private, must take seri¬ 
ously.

CLS Range 


Baroque 
and roll 
star 

Is this a coupe with four doors or 
a saloon with a swoopy roof? 
Even Mercedes don’t seem too 
sure. Andy Enright reports on 
the latest Mercedes CLS 


The Mercedes CLS is a highly dis¬ 
tinctive proposition, Extremely re¬ 
fined and silky smooth on the road, it 
also injects a touch of spice with 
livelier handling than the E-Class. 
Pick the right power option and run¬ 
ning costs are more manageable 
than you’d think. 

Conventional wisdom dictates that 
a coupe has two doors, occasionally 
three if you count a hatchback rear. 
A quartet of doors is the one at¬ 
tribute that generally precludes 
entry to the coupe club. Possessed of 
four doors, you are usually a saloon. 
Saloons, as we all know, are often a 
bit staid, driven by middle manage¬ 
ment the world over. The Mercedes 
CLS breaks that particular mould 
with its coupe-like lines and superb 
finish. It also has four doors. 

Walk around a CLS and - if you’re 
a student of automotive design - you 
may well feel a gnawing sense of un¬ 
ease. What is it about this car that’s 
so unusual? After a while the realisa¬ 
tion dawns that the CLS just plain 


doesn’t seem like a German car. His¬ 
tory has taught us that German cars 
feature clean, pragmatic styling. 
Even the more successful German 
designs, such as Audi’s TT, have a 
pared-down industrial hygiene about 
them. The CLS is different insofar 
that it is unashamedly Baroque. 

Three petrol engines are offered to 
UK customers. The smallest petrol 
powerplant is no slouch, being a 
292bhp 3.5-litre V6 with piezo-elec¬ 
tric direct injection and a spray- 
guided combustion system. It will 
get the CLS 350 to 60mph in under 7 
seconds and run to 155mph. If you’ve 
got a little more money, you may be 
tempted by the 388bhp V8-engined 
CLS 500. Here, you get a couple of 
extra cylinders offering a fraction 
better refinement and acceleration. 
Best go for the 514bhp CLS 63 AMG 
version, a car destined to star in its 
fair share of rap music videos. The 
sole diesel option is also the cheapest 
CLS. The 224bhp 320 CDI which can 
hit 60mph in 7s and produces 500Nm 


feels quicker than the 350. 

The ‘four-door coupe’ billing of the 
CLS leads us to expect a degree of 
agility and athleticism beyond that 
of Mercedes saloons such as the E- 
Class. The car cossets its driver and 
passengers while thrilling them with 
its majestic performance. 

It’s difficult to take in all of the de¬ 
tails of the CLS styling at one go. The 
big L-shaped front lights mark a wel¬ 
come departure from the gawky 
‘peanut’ headlamps seen on so many 
contemporary Benzes. Even the door 
handles look like something from an 
Art Deco design exhibition. The lat¬ 
est revisions include a revised radia¬ 
tor grille, LED taillights and 
shapelier mirrors. 

Inside, the surprises continue. A 
vast plank of wood runs across the 
dashboard, punctuated by the venti¬ 
lation controls and a deeply sunken 
instrument binnacle. Mercedes has 
kept the cabin fresh by introducing a 
revised three spoke steering wheel 
and white-faced instrument dials. 
Chestnut wood inserts improve the 
perception of quality and uprated in¬ 
fotainment systems also feature. 

It’s easy to forget that there’s an ad¬ 
ditional set of doors at the back, de¬ 
spite Mercedes not adopting Alfa 
Romeo’s clever hidden handle fea¬ 
ture. Once opened, taller passengers 
will have to watch their heads as 
they climb in, but the legroom isn’t 
bad at all. Meanwhile, headroom in 
the back is far from problematic. 

In order to get a handle on the 
value proposition of the Mercedes 
CLS, it helps to put it up against 
some rivals. This is no easy task, as 
the CLS is out on a limb when it 
comes to comparisons. Nothing else 
measures up against it, from the 
BMW 6 Series (not enough doors) to 
the Audi A8 (too bulky). It’s not even 
particularly valuable to highlight 
quite how much the CLS costs when 
compared to an equivalent Mercedes 
E-Class, as most CLS customers 
want That Shape and are prepared to 
pay a premium to get it. 


The desirability of the CLS should 
help it perform strongly on the used 
market. Servicing is not cheap how¬ 
ever, and the car’s coupe status hard¬ 
ly encourages generosity from the 
insurance industry. 

Marketers would dub the Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz CLS a ‘high involvement’ 
car. It’s possible to form an emotion¬ 
al bond, attracted by its exotic 
styling and unconventional attitude. 
What’s not in doubt is that the CLS 
remains a ground-breaking car for 
Mercedes and the market as a whole.

It wasn’t long ago that Lexus really 
didn’t have to be sporty. The brand 
could leave that kind of thing to 
rival German marques and concen¬ 
trate on delivering sheer, undiluted 
luxury 

No longer. The Japanese are be¬ 
ginning to want to challenge the 
Teutonic marques at their own 
game. 

The IS250 SR is a carefully target¬ 
ed addition to the IS range that ex¬ 
presses its performance credentials 
with a full body kit and 17-inch 10- 
spoke alloy wheels on the outside. 
Aluminium scuff plates and pedals 
add subtle visual enhancements on 
the inside. Heated front seats are 
also fitted as standard. In total, this 
model is packed with features that 
have a combined customer value of 
more than £3,500, yet the price tag 


(£24,990 for the manual and £25,800 
for the automatic) is less than £1,000 
greater than that being demanded 
for a standard entry-level IS 250 
variant. 

Key standard features include 10 
airbags, climate control, cruise con¬ 
trol, smart keyless entry and engine 
start and sequenced LED interior 
lighting. The car’s already powerful 
lines are enhanced with deep skirts 
to the front, rear and sides and a 
rear spoiler. 

Owners who want an even more 
sporty statement can specify five- 
spoke 18-inch Tsuki rims. Three ex¬ 
terior colours are available: Velvet 
Black and Cadoxton Slate and Ar- 
gento Ice metallic finishes. All are 
matched to Worcester Black interi¬ 
or fabric trim. 

The Lexus V6 engine certainly 


isn’t this car’s weakest link. Al¬ 
though 204bhp isn’t a huge amount 
of power for an engine of this ilk, 
the power delivery is smooth and 
creamy and works very well when 
mated to an automatic gearbox. The 
manual car betrays a very slight 
hole in low-down torque that can 
prove slightly annoying when 
pulling out of junctions. The fact 
that the peak torque figure is 
reached at a relatively high 
4,800rpm demonstrates that this is 
an engine that likes to register a 
few revs on the board. 

Once you’ve got it dialled in, the 
IS250 shows a fair turn of speed. 
It’ll make 60mph from rest in 8.1 
seconds and run on to 146mph. Fuel 
economy is so-so, with real world 
users probably ekeing around 22 or 
23 miles from a gallon of 95RON. 


Plus, an emissions rating of 
231g/km isn’t a standout figure 
from a manufacturer of eco-friend¬ 
ly hybrid vehicles. 

Check out the specs of rival Ger¬ 
man models and it’s clear that none 
can offer a comparably equipped 
package at the £30,000 price point. 
Overall though, this is one of those 
cars you really have to drive to ap¬ 
preciate. Not because it’s the 
sharpest steer in the class but be¬ 
cause at the end of the day, you may 
well conclude that on most roads, 
most of the time, the balance be¬ 
tween comfort and sportiness of an 
IS 250 is one that works better.

The pursuit of perfection 
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Land Rover Range Rover Sport 


Extreme sport 


You could hear it a long time before 
you could see it. The distinctive 
throb of a V8 engine pulling hard 
from low revs metamorphosed into a 
harder edged yowl as a dazzling set 
of driving lights crested the rise to 
the Karusell at Germany’s Nurbur- 
gring race track. 

The vehicle may have been plas¬ 
tered with duct tape to disguise its 
detailing but it was obvious by the 
car’s poise through the corner and 


the giveaway lower roof line that 
this was no ordinary Range Rover. It 
was some time later that we realised 
what we’d been watching that chilly 
September morning had been a 
Range Rover Sport. 

Perhaps the adventurous ‘Range 
Stormer’ concept vehicle that was 
first aired at the 2004 Detroit Motor 
Show had primed us for something a 
little more extreme in its execution. 
Park the Range Rover Sport side by 


side with the larger Range Rover 
flagship, however, and the changes 
become a good deal more obvious. 

As well as the lower roof, the wheel¬ 
base is also a good deal shorter, giv¬ 
ing the Sport a far more pugnacious 
look than the majestic Range Rover. 

The steering rack was replaced by 
a quicker item, offering more road 
feeback and quicker responses. To 
help cut the pitch and roll that quick 
changes of direction tend to gener¬ 
ate, Land Rover also upgraded the 
springs and dampers and lowered 
the car’s roll centre. Perhaps the 
most innovative feature of the 
Sport’s underpinnings is Dynamic 
Response, a set of anti roll bars that 
can be engaged or decoupled accord¬ 
ing to demand. Standard on the flag¬ 
ship supercharged model and an 


option on the other models in the 
range, Dynamic Response also de¬ 
couples when off roading in order to 
allow greater wheel articulation. 

The engines are worth examining. 
Naturally the one that has garnered 
the most column inches is the 4.2- 
litre supercharged V8. In case it’s al¬ 
ready popped a lightbulb in your 
head, the engine is based on the 
Jaguar AJ-V8 unit although it has 
been adapted for use in a Land 
Rover product. This involved water¬ 
proofing, adjusting the engine’s 
torque response and fitting addition¬ 
al oil baffles to allow it to operate re¬ 
liably at unusually steep angles. 
With 390bhp on tap, this is a very se¬ 
rious piece of engineering and will 
generate 4101b/ft of torque. It’s 
enough to propel the Range Rover 
Sport through 60mph in 6.8 seconds 
and on to a top speed of 140mph. 

Two other engines are also offered, 
both diesels. There’s the biggest sell¬ 
er of the range, an entry-level 
190bhp TDV6 common rail turbod¬ 
iesel, again of Jaguar origin. Alter¬ 
natively, the top diesel unit is the 
potent 272bhp TDV8. Trim levels on 
the TDV6 range from S through SE 
and HSE, with only the top HSE 
trim offered on the TDV8 and the su¬ 
percharged V8 petrol engine. 

The attractive interior of the 
Range Rover Sport is a little more 
conventional than the Discovery3, 
with many of the controls angled to¬ 
wards the driver. Although rear seat 
space isn’t the greatest, the payoff is 
the biggest boot in its class. An alu¬ 
minium hatch with separately open¬ 
ing rear window glass is a neat 
finishing touch. At launch, Land 
Rover were bullish about the Range 
Rover Sport’s prospects and they 
had every right to be as sales have 
exceeded expectations.

It’s properly big too, at least in 
long wheel base guise. This is 4.9m 
long, 1.9m wide and 1.9m high, so 
you’ll need a garage with a fair 
amount of headroom, especially if 
you fit a roof box for ski trips. Mit¬ 
subishi’s innovative ‘Hide & Seat’ 
system quickly converts the long 
wheelbase car from a five to a 
seven-seater, with two seats that 
fold from a flat boot floor to create a 
third row complete with integrated 
head rests. 

As well as the option of three or 
five doors, Shogun buyers have the 
choice of a four model line-up - the 
familiar Equippe, Warrior and Ele¬ 
gance variants as well as a new lux¬ 
ury Diamond range-topper. As 
always, the Shogun comes packed 
with an array of standard safety 
and luxury equipment.

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Citroen Cl Vibe 


Going with the right vibe 


This is getting difficult to keep up 
with. Citroen’s C3 fits the estab¬ 
lished supermini mould pretty 
well, so when the French company 
launched the smaller C2, we figured 
it was a citycar. 

The unveiling of the Cl has 
thrown the classifications into dis¬ 
array A true citycar, the Cl Vibe we 
look at here, looks set to sell by the 
shipload. 

Citroen has been regaining its 
reputation for bold and exciting in¬ 
teriors of late and the Cl continues 
that trend. The first impression 
when looking at the virtually sym¬ 
metrical fascia is that this must 
have been a vehicle that was very 
cost effective to convert to right- 
hand drive but the design is neat 
and ergonomically sound. Head- 
room inside the car isn’t at all bad, 
even for someone well over six feet 
tall and the big glass area up front 
gives an airy feel to the cabin. The 
rear of the three-door car is notably 
more claustrophobic and is really 
only suitable for kids and short 
journeys. Rear knee room in the 
five door car is little better but at 
least the car’s beltline is a little 
lower, making it feel a little less 
hemmed in. 

Citroen has learned a whole 
bunch of lessons from its experi¬ 
ence of MPV-style vehicles and the 
Cl Vibe offers no fewer than twelve 
storage compartments dotted about 
the centre console, dashboard and 
doors, with the door bins easily ca¬ 
pable of holding an A4-sized atlas. 
Total luggage room with the rear 
seats in place is quoted at 139-litres, 
but drop the rear seats and there’s 


an impressive 751 litres of space. 
This makes the Cl a car that can do 
more than just a light shop. Parking 
at the supermarket for the weekly 
mission isn’t going to present too 
many difficulties. At just 1.6m wide, 
the Cl will easily be able to take ad¬ 
vantage of those awkward spaces 
next to the concrete columns that 
are so often rejected. What’s more, 
at just 3.4m long, you’ll pbe able to 
access the tailgate while still 
tucked safely into your bay, away 


from errant trolleys and distracted 
drivers. 

The entry-level 1.0-litre Vibe vari¬ 
ant is offered in three-door form at 
£7,395 or in five-door form at £7,755 
with a 68bhp l.Oi petrol engine. As 
might well be expected, the unit is 
EuroIV-compliant and returns over 
60mpg on the combined fuel econo¬ 
my cycle. Even in town, you’ll be 
hard pressed to nudge below forty. 
A five speed manual gearbox is also 
fitted as standard. 


Safe, stylish and offering 
sparkling value for money, the Cl 
Vibe ticks all of the citycar boxes. It 
is in a tough corner of the market, 
but it’s difficult to see how Citroen 
won’t have a winner on its hands 
with this one.

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Make mine 
Chardonnay 

Chardonnay - the wine that gave rise to 
dozens of little girls being named after 
mummy’s favourite tipple - is in danger of 
being left on the shelf, writes Lucy Corry 


Image-wise, it’s been a tough few 
years for the gutsy grape. First Brid¬ 
get Jones’ started knocking it back to 
salve her singleton worries, then 
Kath and Kim started having a nice 
glass of ‘cardonnay’ on the patio. 

According to a TNS retail survey, 
200,000 fewer drinkers put a bottle of 
‘chardy’ in their shopping basket in 
the last year. 

Wine guru Oz Clarke blamed Brid¬ 
get Jones for making chardonnay 
look like the drink of choice for the 
desperate and dateless, but there 
must be more to it than that. 

Maybe it’s climate change - a year 
of rampant drought in Australia has 
slashed yields - or perhaps it’s com¬ 
petition from what are perceived to be 
classier varieties like sauvignon 
blanc and pinot grigio. 

Either way, I refuse to believe that 


chardonnay is uncool. Sure, there are 
plenty of dodgy ones, but a good 
chardonnay has incredible depth of 
flavour. 

The big, bold Australian chardon- 
nays that tended to dominate the 
cheap and cheerful end of the wine 
aisle may become less prevalent as 
New World winemakers adapt their 
styles to suit the UK and European 
markets. 

Keep an eye out for the new Grey 
Label 2007 Chardonnay from Aussie 
brand McGuigan. This is a lean and 
elegant wine from the country that 
brought us sunshine in a glass, with 
good length and acidity. It’s going to 
be available from Tesco in early Au¬ 
gust, priced £6.99. 

McWilliams Hanwood Crisp 
Chardonnay 2007 (also £6.99 at Tesco) 
is another refined nail in the coffin 
for heavy oaky Aussie chardonnay. 


It’s fruity, but not aggressively so, 
and the non-chardonnay fan I served 
it to was pleasantly surprised. She 
even asked for a second glass! 

If your friends are fully paid-up 
members of the ABC (Anything But 
Chardonnay) Club, tell them that Les 
Quatre Clochers Chardonnay Reserve 
2005 is white burgundy. This gorgeous 
wine, winner of a silver medal at the 
2007 International Wine Challenge, 
represents amazing value - it’s like 
finding a decent designer knock-off 
at half the price of the original. It’s 
£7.20 at Tesco. 

Alternatively, tempt them with a 
glass of Nederberg Chardonnay Viog- 
nier 2007 (you might want to mumble 
the chardonnay bit). The viognier 
gives this crisp, full-bodied wine a re¬ 
freshing lemony lift - and it’s just 
£4.99 from Morrisons and Waitrose. 

You could further lure them into 
French chardonnay territory with a 
glass of Macon Chardonnay Grande 
Reserve 2005 (currently on special for 
£8.50 at Nicolas). By this stage they’ll 
either be seeing the error of their 
ways, or they’ll have run from the 
room - which means there’s all the 
more for the rest of us. 

Lastly, save Bushland Reserve 
Chardonnay for your best chardon- 
nay-drinking mates. This is proper 
old-school Ocker chardonnay with 
big, bold fruit flavours and lots of 
oak, direct from the famous Hunter 
Valley. 

This style of wine might not be so 
fashionable these days, but people 
who choose their wine according to 
fashion deserve to drink vinegar. Best 
of all, it’s £3.99 a bottle at Aldi - and 


that kind of bargain is always in 
vogue. 

DRINK THIS: It’s organic, it’s 
Chilean, it costs just over £6 - and 
it’s even suitable for vegans - 
there’s a lot to love about Gamma 


Organic Chardonnay 2007 even be¬ 
fore you pop the cork. Lots of lush 
fruity flavours make this a sum¬ 
mer winner. Gamma Organic 
Chardonnay 2007 is available from 
Oddbins, priced £6.49, or £5.19 a 
bottle if you buy a case.

The Carshalton-born 28-year- 
old, who won rowing silver in 
Athens, became only the sec¬ 
ond athlete in Olympic history, 
after East Germany’s Roswitha 
Krause, to medal in two differ¬ 
ent sports at a summer games. 

Romero led team-mate 
Wendy Houvenaghel from 
start to finish in the final of 
the individual pursuit and 
took gold at the Lasoshan 
Velodrome, clocking 3:28.32 to 
complete her dream start to 
life on dry land. 

And Romero believes the suc¬ 
cess of Team GB on two wheels 
should be followed by other 
sports by the time the Games 
arrive in London in 2012. 

“I’d have been absolutely gut¬ 
ted if I had got the silver as I 
had done in Athens. It’s still 
pretty incredible but I’m so 
proud of myself,” Romero said.

already and this has taken a lot 
of hard work. 

“It was D-day for me. I knew 
it was going to be the toughest 
race of my life.
